Alberta Sunshine 

Makes More Sugar 


The tariff board, inquiring 
into Sugas production in Canada 
and of wnicF M. N. Campbell, 
who visited the district recent 
ly is a leading member, has 
recommended that 200,000 acres 
more of beets might very ad 
vantageously be planted to beets 
in the Lethbridge district, paid 
Southern Alberta a fine comp 
liment in his report, which con 
tained the following: In the i»* 
dated areas around Lethbridge 
Alberta, there i s produced 16 
ions of sugar beets to the ac 
res equivalent to 3,800 pounds 
of sugar. Sugar content of the 
Alberta beet, 3 average 25 per 
cent higher than that of Ontario 
beets, it is said. It is estimated 
another 200,000 acres could be 
brought into sugar beet product 
ion, beet crops being grown two 
years out of four/' 

This should be a source of en 
couragement to local beet grow 
ers, and leads us to hope that 
possibly two more factories may 
be erected in this section 0 f the 
province, not to the extent of 
killing the goose that lays the 
golden egg, but to the extent of 
supplying a greater portion of 
the sugar demands of the Dorn 
in ion, and if this advantage ox 
ists as regarding Alberta beet 
sugar, then the Dominion should 
use its good graces where grow 
ers would be to the best advant 
age in the productions of this 
crop, even to the discouragem 
ent of it in sections where it 
does not do so good.
